Suggestions for Buying China. 
In buying china, it is always wise 


to select from "open stock." The 
advantage of this, as over against 
buying a "set" of which only al iw 
are made and the pattern discon- 
tinued, is that your, dealer will al- 
ways bo able to supply you with 
the same pattern to replace break- 
ago. 


"Open stock" also permits you to 


buy only a few dishes at a time, 
which is rather an item whe» the 
family is small or the closet room 
scarce. Indeed it is always best to 
avoid the lure of "112 pieces com- 
plete" as so many of the pieces of 
such standard sets are seldom use3. 


There are two 
grades of table 


ware: "firsts," that are perfect in 
shape, design and glaze, -being the 


pmost expensive, 
and 
"seconds," 


'which are imperfect in some one or 
all of these points. It is sometimes 
all right to select a piece of table 
ware imperfect in design or shape, 
but never, never accept one imper- 
fect in glaze, as the glaze 
is its 


protection. 


Avoid ornate handles, large k.nobs 


and over-decorated "rose garden" 
varieties. 
Two very popular de- 


signs are the graceful bands in col- 


ors or gold. These are always in 
good taste, because 
the design is 


simple and pleasincr, and the effect 
is harmonious in combination with 
che other table appointments. The 
?old bands are less durable because 
gold cannot be "fired" at a.'' very 
high temperature, and care must be 
used to see that it is not washed 
in hot wattr or strong alkali soaps. 


'Porcelain" is the finest quality 


of tableware, transparent, fragile, 
and most expensive. 
"China" is 


the medium weight 
grade 
most 


commonly used, so called because 
it <vas first made in China. Stone- 
ware or "Whiteware" is the cheap, 
heavy type familiar in restaurants 
and institutions. 


When ^whiteware is chipped, the 


soft inner' body 
absorbs stains. 


China and porcelain are hard and 
non-absorbing, and cannot be stain- 
ed even if the glaze is broken. You 
can make the test yourself with 
'nk. 


English china is bluish w' \ >, 


while American china is 
cream 


white. The color has nothing to do 
with the wearing quality, however. 
Oriental and English china are apt 
o be more fragile, while American 
p.eces are resigned to resist strong^ 
.-locks.

[To the Editor]—The assertion js repeatedly 


being made that stalwartism in Wisconsin poli- 
tics is a dead issue and that we are all pro- 
gressives. If this were true, it would give a 
unique distinction to this State, not only among 
the Staten of the Union, but among the nations 
of the whole world. The extreme conserva- 
tives, like the poor, we always have with us. 
This is true in the most progressive or even in 
the most radical countries of the world. It 
•would take an excessive doss of local patriot- 
ism to convince one- that Wisconsin is to-day 


. an exception to this hitherto universal and in- 


variable rule. 


Whatever lines are clearly drawn between 


conservatives and liberals it is found that both 
sides aro continually having a close contest 
for,, supremacy. 
In other words, there is a 


tendency towards a fifty-fifty division. Let us, 
however, suppose that Wisconsin leads in lib- 
eral views, as well as in cheese. Let us as- 
sume that only 25% of tho voters are dyed-in- 
the-wool conservatives or stalwarts. 
The in- 


teresting ^question that then arises is this: 
Where is that 25% ? To what faction or party 
do thoy belong? We shall see. 


From past experiences we find that the vot- 


«rs of Wisconsin in their party affiliations line 
•up about as follows: La Follette Republicans, 
40%; anti-La Follette Republicans, 40%; So- 
cialists, 10%; Democrats, 10%. 


If we presume that 2% of the would-be 


italwarts are found in the democratic ranks, 
where are the other 2S%. Surely not among 
the Socialists and scarcely among the La Fol- 
lette faction. 
Where are they? 
The only 


place where they could reasonably be expected 
to be found is within the anti-La Follette fac- 
tion of the Republican party. In other words, 
the stalwarts, or extreme conservatives if you 
prefer, control 23 to 17 that group whose main" 
proposition seems to be: "La Follette right or 
wrong, we're agin him.'" 


It is not the object of this article to pass 


judgment upon which side is right. Perhaps 
a return to stalwartism would be the best for 


the State. Again, perhaps it wouldn't All 
honor to every kind of clear, clean and' honest 
opinion. Nevertheless, it would be desirable 
that something were done to clear up the pres- 
ent muddled condition in Wisconsin political 
writing and political oratory so that in the 
fast approaching September primaries people 
might have at least a-hazy, general, idea as to 
what they are voting for.—-R. O. Skar, Gales, 
ville, Wis. 


AGRICULTURE IN EUROPE 


Agriculture in western Europe is being rap- 


idly re-established on a normal basis, accord- 
ing to Nat C. Murray, crop statistician of the 
Department of Agriculture, who has just re- 
turned from an investigation of European crop 
conditions. 


"Farm lands in Germany are well tilled and 


the farm houses are well kept," said Mr. Mur- 
ray today. "In the devastated parts of north- 
ern France the land has been brought back to 
a normal state of cultivation. 


"The 
American farmer visiting western 


Europe is impressed by the small size but high 
state of cultivation of fields, the large propor- 
tion of hand labor as contrasted with machine 
labor on American farms, the large use of 
women as laborers in the fields, and the use of 
oxen instead of horses, as' work animals. Two- 
wheeled (carts instead'of four-wheeled wagons 
are universally used and few-automobiles are 
seen in the fanning districts."' 


Mr. Murray said' he was impressed in Eng- 


land by the high prices at which 100 pure-bred 
Fresian cattle from South Africa sold at an 
auction sale. 
The average price for the lot 


was $5,000 a head, one cow bringing $20,000, 
and a bull calf born the day before the sale 
selling for more than $700.

WIRELESS MAY ENABLE THE DEAF TO 


HEAR 


.Wireless, with all the manifold benefits al- 


ready to its credit, may enable the deaf to hear, 
thinks a -writer in the current number of the 
Medical Press. If.recent experiments with 
wireless telephony] comes up to expectation,, he 
declares, then there is little need for the deaf 
to give up hope, for by means of "thermionic" 
waves the very deaf'have been enabled to hear. 


The author records the case of a man of 60 


who had been deaf for many years, so deaf 
that he. could, only hear the shouted voice. 
Nevertheless he experimented 
with wireless 


telephony. It occurred to him that by increas- 
ing the number of thermionic valves in his re- 
ceivers he might thereby raise the sound to a 
degree of intensity to be hearc easily. 
This 


he did, working up gradually •until he had five 
thermionic valves in his apparatus; with the 
result that he can now hear his friends in Paris 
more plainly than he can n person sitting in the 
room beside him. Also his hearing for the or- 
dinary voice has become more acute. 
The Marconi Company's experts are using a 
valve similar to the thermionic on their "bona- 
phone," an instrument for imparting sounds to 
the brain" by means of the bony parts of the 
cranium. It has enabled a large number of per- 
sons to hear who hitherto were deaf. 


Thought has been given in England to.a.uni- 


versal language for international radio com- 
munication, but no definite conclusions yet have 
been reached. 


Questioned on this subject Godfrey..Isaacs, 


head of the Marconi' Wireless system, said he 
did not think Esperanto would Co. "But, at the 
same time," he added, "we are keeping in view 
in connection .with, the scheme now under con- 
sideration for the establishment of wireless 
broadcasting stations, the possibility of-teach- 
ing languages by wireless telephony. 
I think 


this will be a highly important part of. the edu- 
cational action of our broadcasting programs. 
One foresees the engagement of eminent pro- 
fessors of languages for the purpose of wire- 
less tuition."

"AMERICA OFFERS WONDERFUL POSSI- 


3ILITJES "FOR COMMERCIAL 


AVIATION." 


"No other nation in the world offers the pos- 


sibilities for commercial aviation on such a 
mammoth scale as does the U. S." This is 
'the opinion of A. H. G. .Fokker, inventor of 
the Fokker type of airplanes which Germany 
.used -in.-the war. Fokker is now planning 
production of planes,in America. 


"In the United States, where such great dis- 


tances obtain between the principal cities, there 
is a more crying need for. airplanes than in 
Europe," he sai.d "and yet we find virtually 
nothing here. The safety of airlines has been 
demonstrated on the'.continent Due to the 
fact that th6re_ is no 'regulation in the U. S. 
there have been numerous accidents among 
stunt fliers, and- by the operation of machines 
which were not airworthy," he says. 


Pointing out that no less than six air lines 


are in operation.in Europe carrying freight 
and passengers and serving London, Paris, 
Amsterdam, Berlin, Brussels, Hamburg, and 
Moscow/ Fokker adds: 


"There .has not been a single accident on any 


of these lines. The first of them was estab- 
lished three years ago. Two types of planes 
having a capacity of six to twelve passengers 
and 4,000 pounds of freight are being utilized 
on these routes.' American possibilities for de- 
velopment along this line are unlimited!" 


The IKitch inventor says, however, that two 


steps must be taken, e*ch of them of vital im- 
portance, before the United States can make 
a real forward stride in commercial aviation. 


These are: 
First, there must be legislation for the strict 


licensing of pilots and the inspection of aircraft 
so that the possibility of accidents may be re- 
duced to the minimum. ! 


Second, physical requirements for. successful 


flying, such as landing fields, landmarks of var- 
ious kinds, night lights and terminals 'must 
be provided. He stregsedv the importance of 
developing municipal landing fields.

MILK SYSTEM 


England is. about to benefit from what hss 


been done in the United States in the field of 
producing and distributing pure milk. Ready 
to learn from the experience of others, the 
milk committee of the National Farmers' Union 
sent its chairman, E. W. Langford, to America 
to investigate. He found out a lot 


What chiefly impressed him was the tremen- 


dous extent to which the public generally was 
interested in the subject of pure milk. It was 
regarded as a national question. Child-welfare 
organizations, public health and 
educations! 


authorities made it their business to see to :: 
that everything possible was done to- ensure 
an" abundant supply. No influence comparable 
with it was exercised in England. 


"In America," Mr. Langford has said, "were 


is much more inspection of farms than here; 
producers have to be licensed, and the licenses 
can be revoked if the regulations are not com- 
plied • with. 
Altogether milk production and 


distribution are on a higher plane than in this 
country. The question of clean, pure milk is 
treated by all concerned as one of vita! impor- 
tance. 


"One of the chief difficulties in the way of se- 


curing better milk in this country is, in my 
opinion, the indifference <jf the p"ubj;c," says 
Mr. Langford. "British people do not take "a 
serious view of the milk they buy. 'Milk is 
milk' sums up their attitude, ar.d they do not 
seem ."to care how or where i: is produced. 
Very often, indeed, those who are interested in 
buying milk here for public institutions, such 
as hospitals, buy on contract in the very cheap- 
est market, irrespective of quality or clean!;, 
ness. It is all a question of education. If the 
people here see the necessity of having clean 
milk bottles and are prepared to pay the small 
increase in price, they can have it."
